WHEN NECESSITY DRIVES 

The DO-X aspires to lead the way in 
trans-Atlantic airplane passenger carry- 
ing, as the Graf Zeppelin led the way in 
transporting passengers and mail across 
the same ocean by dirigible. 

Bach of these air carriers is symbolic 
of the aggressive enterprise of the new 
Germany. With the fastest liner afloat, 
the dirigible that has come nearest to 
commercial success, and the airplane 
which is now attempting to demonstrate 
the practicability of commercial flying 
across the Atlantic, Germany holds a 
position in respect to water and air trans- 
portation which its rivals must envy. 

Perhaps, from the strictly economic 
standpoint, there are worse things than 
losing a war. The Allies won the war, 
but the United States is the only one of 
them that seems to have been stimulated 
to commercial activity on a large scale. 
Germany, saddled With an impossible 
debt, was driven to industry and ingenuity 
to live. 

Germany is not paying off the debt 
but it has achieved efficiency and mo- 
mentum which will carry it far in the race 
for industrial and commercial supremacy. 
Necessity is still the ‘mother of invent- 
ion,” and of industry as well. These are 
the factors which make for success, in 
the nation as in the individual. 


ADVICE OR ACTION? 

Provincial ministers of agriculture are 
to be called to Ottawa to confer with the 
federal officials on the subject of co- 
ordinating departmental policies and im- 
proving the carrying on of the farming 
business throughout Canada. 

It is to be hoped that the conference 
will interpret this subject in a broad way, 
broad enough to permit the focusing of 
attention upon the present situation of 
the agricultural industry and means for 
bringing about a prompt betterment, An 
intelligent permanent policy in relation to 
agriculture is desirable, of course, but in 
the existing circumstances that is not 
the matter of paramount importance. 

What the farmer—and the country— 
needs just now is not advice on better 
farming, but help in getting rid of several 
hundred million bushels of wheat and 
coarse grains. This grain cannot be sold 
at a price that will bring a profit to the 
farmer, if it will even bring him a living. 
And the farmer has not the stock to 
consume the grain and turn it into meat 
and milk. 

If the ministers will concentrate on 
the problem of putting the farmer again 
on his feet, by making it possible for him 
to get stock, his present experience will 
make him ready enough to listen to advice 
as to how he should farm in future. But 
there isn’t much use telling a bankrupt 
farmer how to conduct his operations two, 
three or five years hence. His reaction 
to that will be that the sheriff is likely to 
get his farm long before the time comes 
around to act on the advice. 


STILL TIME TO VOTE 


The polls remain open in the city this 
evening until eight o'clock. The voter 
who has not found it possible or con- 
venient to get to his polling place during 
the day is thus given an opportunity to 
deposit his ballot during the early evening 
hours. It is to be hoped this provision 
will be turned to account and that the 
closing hours may see a veritable rush of 
voters, Otherwise the total vote polled is 
not likely to be at all in keeping with the 
number of names on the list. 

A year ago more voters went to the 
polls in Edmonton than at any preceding 
municipal election, Yet the voters rep- 
resented less than fifty per cent of those 
who were entitled to vote, The aldermen 
who were elected could not claim to 
represent the declared preference of more 
than one-s'xth of those who were qualified 
to cast ballots, 

The plain conclusion from a vote of 
that magnitude is that the electors 

enerally are not taking a keen interest 
n civic affairs, and unfortunately that 
conclusion has to be drawn from the re- 
turns of civic elections as a rule. Attend- 
ance at campaign meetings has not shown 
that the voters were taking a livelier 
interest in municipal matters this year 
than last. 

It is to be hoped that the vote polled 
today will negative that assumption, 
When a great proportion of voters remain 
away from the polls, an undue oppor- 


| tunity is given for freak candidates to get |

elected by the vote of a small minority 
of enthusiastic supporters. Edmonton 
should have next year the best coyncil 
that can be picked from those offering, 
and the best public school board. That is 
not likely to be the result unless voters 
turn out in large numbers. 


JOURNALISTIC JUGGLERY 


Friend Journal is still contemplating 
the possibility of pulling off that attempt- 
ed raid on the funds of the sinking fund 
board. It volunteers to correct some “m's- 
conceptions” of the Bulletin on the sub- 
ject, and winds up with the expression of 
a hungry hope that the board can be ca- 
joled or coerced into handing over an in- 
| definitely large sum to meet the running 
expenses of the city, and thus reduce the 
tax rate for the time by a species of 
sleight-of-hand financing. 

The Journal explains that money de- 
rived from the sale of confiscated pro- 
perty is not turned over directly to the 
sinking fund board; but is put into gen- 
eral revenue, and from general revenue 
the sum of $429,000 per year is voted to 
meet the requirements of the board, Ex- 
actly. You put your wages in your poc- 
ket, pay your store bills out of the ‘same 
pocket; and friend Journal thinks the 
amount of your wages has nothing to do 
with your ability to pay your bills. 

But suppose one of these times when 
things are not going well, and tax sales 
are at a low ebb, the taxpayers can’t or 
the city council won't provide the $429,000 
for the sinking. fund board? Precisely 
that happened in the city of Calgary some 
years ago. And Calgary is now a million 
or so dollars short in its sinking funds, is 
paying excess taxes to make up the 
shortage, and will have to go on doing this 
for some years to come. 

Should that situation ever arise in Ed- 
monton, the sinking fund board can draw 
upon its surplus earnings to keep up the 


yearly payments into the fund, and thus 


avoid a deficit which would compel the 
levying of heavier taxes in the following 
years. Provided, of course, in the mean- 
time some profligate city council does not 
raid the premises and scatter the surplus 
earnings to the winds in an effort to 
create a temporary and fictitious low tax 
rate.

Health and Dict Advice

SAVORY HAM AND BACON 

‘The sense of taste comes mostly through excite- 
tion of the olfactory nerves which might be called 
the smelling nerves. ‘The reason for the popularity 
of ham and bacon is probably due to the tantalizing 
odor given off by these foc when cooked, While 
yet sizzling over the fire they yield a teasing aroma 
which awakens the appetite, ¢ 

Tastes vary. Some want their bacon lean, and 
others say that the most tender bacon is that with 
wide strips of fat in it, There is also a great differ- 
ence of opinion as to what makes the best feed for 
hogs in order to produce the finest flavor, The 
Mexicans sometimes fatten their h with bananas 
and in America corn and milk are often used to pro- 
duce fat porkers, The sweet, tender hams of Virginia 
are assured by feeding acorns, producing a lean ham 
with a supreme flavor. 

Both ham and bacon are popular in Canada as 
well as the United States. In Canada the farmer 
often uses “sow belly” or “salt side.’ There are sev- 
eral reasons why such meats as ham, bacon, “sow 
belly” and “salt side” are so ular, In the first 
place, when combined with eggs, y yield a break- 
fast wheih “stays by you.” Farmers, lumbermen, 
trappers, prospectors or men who do heavy parses! 
labor erave such.a sat'sfying, heavy breakfast, These 
meats also provide a lerge amount of fat which 
warms the body on a cold winter day, For this rea- 
son md may be used more freely during the winter 
months, 

Smoked meats not only offer a change of flavor 
from fresh meats, but they may be kept and taken to 
places where fresh meut would spoil. Thus, the old- 
time prospectors packed some salt sido on @ burro 
when sett out in search for gold. 

A great improvement has taken place in the curt: 
and smoking of ham and bacon. acon is now 80) 
in convenient conta'ners already giced, often in a 
transparent wrapper so that the housewife can see 
just what she is buying. 
of bacon which is cooked and eaten ht in their 
own kitchens to assure that the flaver is right. 

‘These meats cook quickly and this is undoubtedly 
a factor in their success for breakfast which must be 
prepared early in the morning, They do not require 
elaborate cooking vessels. 

‘The farmer has found it economical to eat pork, 
since the scraps from the table may be in this way 
converted into a food supply. The best way to cook 
ham and bacon is by broiling it. The rind should be 
cut from bacon before using. 

It is all right for those in good health to use a 
slice of ham or bacon with the eggs at breakfast 
time provided not too large a quantity is taken, Ham 
or bacon also combines well with a thoroughly brown- 
ed waffle at breakfast time.

Announcement that Norway has 
given formal recognition to the Cana- 
dian title of these northern islands 
was made Tuesday by Bir George 
Perley, acting Prime Minister. 

The islands in question were dis- 
covered and explored in the years 
1898-1902 by Commander Otto Sver- 
drup, leader of the Norwegian polar 
expedition in the “Fram.” 

Axel Heiberg, the largest of the four 
islands, is situated approximately 650 
miles north of the Arctic Circle and ts 
one of the farthest northern islands in 
the Canadian archipelago, It is about 
250 miles long and 100 miles wide 
The other islands are smaller. 

The statement given out yesterday 
says that “in the spring of 1900 Com- 
mander Sverdrup took possession of 
the islands in the name of his sover- 
eign, but no further act of occupation 
took place, The Dominion of Canada 
has long claimed sovereignty over the 
entire area north of the mainland, On 
July 31st, 1880, the rights acquired by 
Great Britain in this area was trans- 
ferred to Canada by order-in-councll

It ts hoped to have a number of 
Signatories at an early date and so 
permit some measure of relief to the 
unemployment situation by this 
means.
